4. To see if the town will vote to accept the pro- 
visions of Chapter 117, on the unimproved section of the 
Mascoma road, so-called, and raise and appropriate $500 
for said purpose. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- - 
priate the sum of thirty-eight thousand eight hundred 
ninety-five dollars ($38,895). The State will give the 
sum of one hundred and sixteen thousand, six hundred 
and eighty-five dollors ($116,685) making a total of 
$155,580 to be expended on the Mascoma road, so-called, 
between Fast Andover and Franklin town line. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for permanent repairs on highways 
under the laws at the January session, 1905. ‘This article 
does not have to be raised if we accept State Aid. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the town library in addition to 
law. 

8. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to, 
raise and appropriate for the care of cemeteries. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for memorial purposes. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for observing Old Home Day. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of securing the 
services of a district nurse. 

12. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for lighting the streets. 

13: To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $3,300.00 for black: top on our State and Federal 
roads. If the town raises said amount the State will 
-appropriate $6,600.00 making a joint fund of $9,900.00. 

14. To see if the town will bond its officers, and pay 
for the same. 

15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate towards paying the balance due on 
the State Road built in 1928. 

16. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
Mitchell underpass as requested by the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. 

17. ‘To see what action the town will take in regard 
to buying a truck and push plow and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 

18. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
repairing the town hall ceiling and raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 

19. ‘To transact any business that may legally come 
before this meeting.

In attendance the Boston Hill and Dyers Schools have 
the honor of the highest percents, while in punctuality the 
same schools have the lowest record due to the large num- 
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ber of tardinesses per pupil. The Cilleyville School rates 
first in punctuality of attendance. The East grammar 
school leads in the percent of promotions with the Cilley- 
ville school a close second. Of the total of seven pupils 
who were neither absent or tardy for the entire year, four 
were members of the Center grammar school. 

Computed on the average school membership, which was 
slightly less than last year, the per pupil cost ($66.85) for 
maintenance of elementary schools in Andover in 1927-28 
was $1.55 less than the per pupil cost for the previous 
year. ‘The total current cost per thousand dollars of An- 
dover’s equalized valuation in 1927-28 was $7.78 and was 
distributed as follows; current cost of elementary schools 
$4.94, high school and academy tuition $2.15, other current 
expenses $0.69. For the same period the average salary 
of teachers in Andover, including both the rural and vil- 
lage schools was $822, against the average in the state of 
$850 in rural schools and $950 in village schools.

Buildings and Equipment 


During the summer four single-unit Smith sanitary 
chemical toilets were installed in the East Andover school 
building. The equipment is identical with that in use at 
the Center. By an addition of ten feet on the rear of the 
woodshed and by the use of a cement floor two feet below 
the level of the shed, space is provided for housing ten 
tons of coal and six cords of wood. 

Repainting during the last year included one coat of 
outside paint on the Flaghole schoolhouse, and the scraping 
and repainting of the ceiling and walls of the grammar 
schoolroom at the Center. 

The old windows at Dyers have been replaced with new 
sash. 

Immediate provision should be made to equip the East 
grammar room with new window shades. Due to the lack 
of funds the pupils are exposed to serious inconvenience 
and injurious cross-lighting. 

Before another school year new blackboards should be 
provided for the East primary room and for the Cilley- 
ville schoolroom. In these, the two largest schools in 
town, the blackboards now at the front of the rooms are 
practically useless for distant work. 
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Provision should also be made this year for the installa- 
tion of two single-unit sanitary chemical toilets in the 
Cilleyville school building. This can be done with very 
little alteration of the present shed which has ample fuel 
capacity. 


Organization and Instruction 


The two vacancies, which occurred in June in the East 
grammar and Flaghole schools, were filled by the election 
of Miss Helen M. Quinn and Miss Eleanor M. Redden 
respectively. Both teachers were graduated from Keene 
Normal School in the Class of 1928. Miss Redden had 
previously taught as a cadet teacher in Danbury. 

To reduce the cost of instruction both the Boston Hill 
and Dyers schools have been turned over to Keene Normal 
School as training schools for under-graduates who are 
sent from the normal school as cadets, serving in relays of 
nine weeks each. Although the cost of instruction is thus 
reduced about two hundred dollars in each school, the con- 
tinuity of the school work is broken by the introduction of 
four different teachers each year. The frequent changes 
tend to lower the percent of promotions~as the Statistical 
Table indicates in the case of the Dyers school. I recom- 
mend that for another year, in schools as large as Boston 
Hill, provision be made for the employment of graduate 
teachers who might well be selected from the cadet teachers 
of the present year. 

To further reduce expenses special music supervision 
and instruction has been abandoned in all schools except 
Cilleyville where the music work of last year is continued 
with excellent results. 


Health Supervision 


Due to the resignation in June of the district nurse, 
Miss Flora M. Thomson, corrective treatments were un- 
supervised until November when Mrs. Ejileen Kellett was 
secured to fill the vacancy. Since Mrs. Kellett has been 
in contact with the schools and community for a very short 
period, the number of corrective treatments secured and 
reported below is necessarily smaller than previously re- 
ported. 
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Indicative of the effective work of Miss Thomson is an- 
other reduction of over 30 percent in the number of school 
children underweight, and a similar percent of reduction in 
defective teeth. Possibly due to the absence of summer 
supervision, the number of cases of diseased tonsils has 
more than doubled. 

I commend particularly to the attention of parents the 
following report of medical inspection made by Mrs. Kel- 
lett in November and December, 1928.
